For journeys that can last a day or several 
months, follow the blue blazes on the 
Buckeye Trail. it takes about three months 
to through-hike the entire 1,444-mile circular 
loop that traverses Ohio's only national park, 
18 state parks, five state forests, and many 
other natural areas. For shorter excursions, 
take on sections of the trail in places like 
Hocking Hills State Park in Logan or East 
Fork State Park in Bethel. The latter also has 
a 14-mile backpacking trail and the 32-mile 
Steven Newman Worldwalker Perimeter 
Trail, both with free backcountry camping 

in designated areas 


BIKING — With more cycling routes than 
any other state, Ohio is one of the top 
spots in the nation to get your wheels 
turning along the scenic byways. The state 
boasts five U.S. Bicycle Routes covering 
1,523 miles that link its major cities, follow 
scenic waterways, and traverse rural 
landscapes. The 314-mile long U.S. Bicycle 
Route 21 from Cleveland to Cincinnati is 
noted for having more than 70 percent of its 
route on off-street trails. It follows sections of 
the Ohio to Erie Trail along former railroad 
beds and historic canals. Approximately 
1,600 additional miles of state-designated 
bike routes make it easy to explore even 
more areas that are seldom seen from behind 
the wheel of a car. Mountain bikers won't 
want to miss exploring Wayne National 
Forest, Ohio's national forest that covers over 
a quarter million acres in southeast Ohio.

CAMPING — Ohio's state parks cater 
toll kinds of campers from backcountry 
pros to those who want more comforts 

from home. Options for tents and trailers 
abound at Shawnee State Park campground 
in Blue Creek, which also has two camper 
cabins equipped with electricity, heating, 
and cooling. The wooded campground 
hugs Turkey Creek, which winds through the 
rugged hilly landscape of the Appalachian 
foothills — dubbed Ohio's Little Smokies. 
Over by Dayton, Cowan Lake State Park 
has a large campground with more than 
200 sites at the north end of a peaceful lake 
with a family-friendly beach, naturalist cabin, 
and a family fishing pond. Find even more 
campgrounds around Ohio, including KOAs, 
by visiting OhioCampers.com 


PICNICS Come summer, pack a lunch 
and take it to a park. Spread a blanket at the

WATER TRAILS — Some of Ohio's best 
trails travel across the waves of Lake Erie or 

the glassy surface of inland rivers and streams. 
Ohio's designated water trails highlight routes 
with launch and landing sites for paddlers, 
places to rest or camp, and points of interest 
along the way. The Vermilion-Lorain Water 
Trail is unique to the state because it combines 
river travel with open-water paddling along the 
Lake Erie shoreline. More great paddling awaits 
along the 830 miles of the state’s 15 designated 
Wild, Scenic, and/or Recreational rivers. The 
Little Beaver Creek State Wild and Scenic 
River in Columbiana County was the first Ohio 
waterway to get protected status in 1974 

Drift along with the gentle current and bounce 
cover easy rapids while admiring the remote, 
idyllic scenery, especially between Beaver Creek 
State Park and Lock 57 Community Park

WATERFALL SPOTTING — The best 
time to see Ohio's waterfalls at their most 
voluminous is following the spring thaw, 
when the snow melts and heads off on a 
journey through woodlands, meadows, and 
gorges, before cascading over rocky cliffs 

A 2-mile loop trail that starts at Mohican 
State Park's Covered Bridge and follows 
Clear Fork upstream leads to Big Lyons and 
Little Lyons, a pair of low-flow waterfalls 
that look best after a heavy rainstorm 

Other waterfalls can be found in populous 
urban areas, such as Indian Run Falls in 
Dublin, just outside of Columbus. A short 
walking path leads to viewing platforms and 
ends at Dublin Veterans Park and Indian 
Run Cemetery, one of the oldest Native 
American burial grounds in central Ohio

BOATING — Ohio has one true 

Great Lake, but there are still many other 
picturesque lakes around the state that 

are great for pleasure cruising in your own 
watercraft or one you can rent from an 
on-site marina. Grand Lake St. Mary's is 
Ohio's largest man-made lake with 52 miles 
of shoreline, several boaters’ beaches, three 
lighthouses, and two lakeside communities. 
Pontoons rule this shallow waterway, which 
has an average depth of 5 to 7 feet, but 
there are no horsepower limits, so tubing is a 
popular pastime. In Mt. Sterling, Deer Creek 
State Park's reservoir also has no horsepower 
restrictions. In the spring, the lake is popular 
with anglers vying for saugeye below the 
dam. During the heat of summer, boats can 
anchor in the cove adjacent to the state park 
lodge for swimming.

Traveling west along the Ohio River feels like following 

the footsteps of pioneers more than 230 years ago when 

Marietta, the oldest city in Ohio, was founded. Following 
the river to Cincinnati is one of the best ways to 
take in the state's gorgeous southern border. 

Start your road trip in Marietta, where you can 
\ explore the Ohio River from the bow of the 


Valley Gem, a historic sternwheeler. Once you 
disembark, learn more about the river's history 






at the Ohio River Museum where you'll 
find the historic W.P. Snyder Jr. towboat 
moored on the Muskingum River. Next, wet 
your whistle with a Cooper's Copper 
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Ale or Estella’s Raspberry Wheat at Marietta Brewing Co. 
A block away, experience more history at the Lafayette Hotel, 
which overlooks the Ohio River. Stop in the lobby phone 
booth and pick up the receiver to hear the storied history 
of the 1918-built hotel 
Heading southwest out of Marietta, follow the river to Belpre, 
where the Unicorn Wine Guild, a popular winery and tea shop, 
pours more than 50 wines made on-site, from dry reds to sweet 
ice wines. Continue skirting the river and head to Gallipolis, home 
to the Ohio Tattoo Museum, which displays art and artifacts 
stretching back to the beginning of electric tattooing, Nearby at 
the iconic Bob Evans Farm ern, you can feel Ohio's agrarian 
roots all around.

GRAB YOUR BEACHIEST OUTFIT, FLIP FLOPS, 
AND SUN HAT — it's time to hit Ohio's north shore, 
road trip-style. 

Start your sandy adventure on one of Ashtabula 
County's Lake Erie beaches, searching for colorful 
beach glass. Tip: you'll find more with an early moming 
start. The lake winds also benefit the area’s soil and 
have earned the county the nickname of Ohio's Wine 
Country. Sip on a glass of wine overlooking the lake at 
Old Firehouse Winery or the Lakehouse Inn Winery, 
or head inland for a glass of blush wine over lunch 
at Ferrante Winery & Ristorante. 

Stay overnight by the water at Lakehouse Inn, which 
also features nine rooms, three cottages, and a beach 
house for overnight stays. Want to see more wineries? 
Stay at The Lodge at Geneva-on-the-Lake that offers 
a winery shuttle and comfy rooms. 

Rise with the sun and head west to Mentor’s 
Headlands Beach State Park. The half-mile natural 
sand beach is the largest in Ohio and a perfect place to 
feel the wind in your hair and the sun on your face. 

Continue west into Cleveland and stop at the 
Cleveland Museum of Art. The world-renowned, 
1916-founded institution is free for all and home 
to works of art that span thousands of years and a 
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breathtaking atrium. Grab lunch or dinner 
in Little Italy, which dates back to the 
mid-1800s and features restaurants such 
as La Dolce Vita and Presti’s Bakery & 
Café serving crave-worthy cannoli. 

If your toes are longing for sand 
already, the city’s Edgewater Beach, 
part of the Cleveland Metroparks, offers 
more lakeside views and one of the 
city’s script “Cleveland” signs (ae.ow. 
Snapping a photo in front of the sign 
is a north shore rite of passage. 

Follow the lake west and you'll 
eventually land in Vermilion. The quaint 
lakeside town has cute shops such as 
Brummer’s Homemade Chocolates 
and Cast on Yarn Studio. Relax over 
dinner at Chez Francois Restaurant, 
which features fabulous French cuisine. 

Snap a photo at Marblehead Lighthouse, 
‘one of the most photographed spots on 
Lake Erie. The lighthouse is celebrating its 
200th anniversary in 2022 and is the oldest 
continually operated lighthouse on the 
Great Lakes. 

Leave the wheels behind in Sandusky 
and hop aboard the Jet Express, a ferry 
that will take you to Kelleys Island. 
Disembark and check out the island's pre- 
historic glacial grooves, Kelleys Island Wine 
Co., and dynamite views of Lake Erie. If 
you're into more of fast-paced island life, Jet 
Express will ferry you to South Bass Island's 
Put-in-Bay, which feels like being dropped
